3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Liao et al. (US 6,590,767), and Howell et al. (US 6,239,969 B1), taken 
alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest a support assembly comprising 
at least: a portable computer comprising a back panel including a plurality of first 
grooves, and a plurality of first magnetic devices disposed in the first grooves, a support 
board comprising a back support board including a plurality of second grooves each 
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corresponding to one of the first grooves and a plurality of second magnetic devices 
disposed therein, and a receiving groove for receiving the portable computer slantwise 
as set forth in claim 1 . Claims 2-7 are dependent claims from claim 1 .
